THE ARMENIAN OUTRAGES. 


Mr. Gladstone voiced the sentiment of 
the civilized world when he said to the 
deputation of American sympathizers 
who.addressed him on his 85th birthday: 


If the allegations are true, it will stand 
as if written in letters of iron on the records 
of the world that a government which 
could countenance and cover the perpetra- 
tion of these outrages is a disgrace ‘to 
Mohammed—whom the Turks profess. to 
follow; a disgrace to civilization at large 
and a curse to mankind. 


This expression is specially valuable 
coming | from the greatest man of the 
nation’ which stands sponsor for the 
Turkish Government. It will do much 
to crystallize British sentiment and give 
it force and effect in the policy of the 
British Government. 

But there is another danger to be ap- 
prehended. Mr. Gladstone says “if the 
allegations are true,”” and counsels pa- 
tience until the whole truth is known. 
But will the whole truth be made known 
in such form that the Government can 
take official action? The Turkish au- 
thorities are making strenuous efforts 
to suppress the facts. They have de- 
clined to permit an independent investi- 
gation by representatives of the United 
States. They are supervising all mail 
communications from America. But 
Turkish authorities dare not resist any 
investigation insisted upon by. England 
and her associates in the Berlin Treaty. 
It depends, therefore, upon England 
whether official knowledge of the truth 
be made known, and British sentiment 
controls the British Government. 

There is work for Mr. Gladstone and 
the American sympathizers in holding 
up the British authorities to a full per- 
formance of their we! in rine out 
the truth.
